NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The contradictory telegrams from St. Petersburg, which have appeared 
during the past and the present week in the daily journals, confirm the 
latest statements of our well-informed correspondent injthat city, with respect 
to the proceedings of the Pahlen Commission. Last week we were told that : 
Government department had rejected a proposal of Count _Pahlen’s Commission 
to concede to the Jews the right of residence; in any village ; and now the 
Viedomc sti states that the Commission has not’concluded its labours. In one of 
his recent communications to us, our correspondent mentioned that we should 
be well into the new year before the work of the Commission would come to an 
end. This work has already extended extended over five years, and the delay 
that has taken place has aroused a suspicion, which finds some warrant in the 
history of similar bodies for the consideration of the Jewish question, that the 
report will never be completed. We hope this suspicion may be unfounded ; 
for it is important to bear in mind that the information; which has leaked out 
from time to time of the proceedings of the Pahlen Commission altogether 
points to a decision in favour of enlarging the very limited! area of residence 
now allotted to Jews. Such a decision, if ratified by tha Ministry, would be 
the most practical means of solving the Jewish question. Ministers, we may 
trust, will be far sighted enough to perceive that it would be to Rusgia’s own | 
interests and the advancement of her industry to allow the Jews to reside in any 
part of the Empire. With the extension of her dominions far into Central Asia, 
the commercial development of the newly acquired territory would be 
materially facilitated by the Jews having freedom of intercourse between 
all parts of the state. 


_The unwonted heat shown at the discussion at the Jews’ College Literary 
Society anent the question of a personal Messiah proves that matters of belief 
are by no means so indifferent to Jewish theologians as has been thought. 
Judaism may be mainly a religion of practice, but it is not therefore a religion with- 
out dogma, and that relating to a belief in a Messiah is only next in importance 
to the belief in the Unity. It is this, indeed, that on the theological side dis- 
tinguishes Judaism from Unitarianism. Whether the Messiah to be hoped for 
bea person or an epoch is a question on which opinions are strongly divided, as 
was shown on Sunday night, when, however, the rationalistic opinion was 
seemingly represented by a minority of one. Maimonides’s ‘Letter to the 
South s has at last reached the North, and has not lost much of its vitality in 
its long journey. The great master of Jewish dogma shows his power even in 
this day of weakened convictions. ee 


A correspondent of the Archives Israelites writes from Hong Kong urging 
that effective measures should be adopted to prevent the large number of Jews 
in the interior from being altogether left in the hands of the Christian mis- 
Sionaries, He estimates the number to be as high as 200,000 ; but this figure is 
doubtless an exaggeration. A Mahomedan living at Canton has offered the 
opinion that it would be easy to attach these Jews once again to the ancestral 
faith, and that the present time is particularly opportune for euch an attempt, as 
there exists in China considerable animosity against Christians. The Alliance 
Israélite Universelle is advised to send out a small number of agents, preferably 
engineers and medical men, who should be conversant with English, Arabic and 
Hebrew (with the Sephardic pronunciation), and they should adopt Chinese 
attire in order that they may more readily penetrate into the interior. The cor- 
respondent who happens to be well posted up in Jewish affairs at Hong Kong 
suggests that a commencement should be made by the establishment of schools 


at a village in the interior of Shanghai, where ithere are numerous Jewish 
residents, 


fine oterstand that it is contemplated to issue a new edition of the Prayer 
with an improved English translation, and to publish it ata price suffi- 


ciently moderate to place it within the reach of the very poorest. The contents

No less important than the question of contents is that of cost. At present 
the price of a copy of the Prayer Book with an English translation is pro- 
hibitive to all but well-filled purses. And the disadvantages of such a state 
of things are greater than appear on the rurface. Tne expensiveness of English 
Prayer Books militates very considerably against their being widely circulated, 


and, therefore, against their general use for devotional and educational purposes. 


There is a large number of persons who could only say their prayers from a 
translation, and in its absence do not pray at all. It cannot be doubted that the 


. publication of a cheap Hebrew and English Tephillah would tend to strengthen 


the devotional habit among a large class. Its effect upon the study of Hebrew 
would also be great. Every schoolchild would possess his or her own version of 
the Prayer Book, instead of having to share oue with a dozen comrades, The 
difficulty attending the preparation of home-lessons in the translation of Prayers 
—a difficulty well-known to every practical teacher—would thus be overcome 
and the more rapid progress of the pupil ensured, The proposed new work 
is calculated to be of so mach service that we trust it will be issued without 
unnecessary delay. 


When Bulgaria was created a Principality. by the Congress of Berlin, 
religious liberty was imposed as one of the conditions. .The brave people have 
honestly fulfilled their part of the bargain in this respect—setting a bright 
contrast to their tricky neighbours the Roumanians. ‘Tae Jews of Bulgaria are 
on the most friendly relations with their fellow citizens, and, as a practical 
proof, two Jews have just been elected, at the head of the poll, members of the 
Municipal Council at Sofia. What a contrast to Roumania! 


IN accordance with an announcement made in our last issue, Mr. Arthur Sebag 
Montefiore addressed a Conservative meeting at the Vestry Hall, Bethnal Green, on 
Tuesday.when he was unanimously selected Conservative candidate for the borough of 
South-West Bethnal Green. In the course of his speech, which was well received, Mr. 
Sebag Montefiore spoke at some length on the anbject of the immigration ofaliers,

THe LATE Mr, Davip IsaAAcs,—On Friday last tho remains of the late Mr 
David Isaacs, of Smith Square, Westminster, were interred at the Willesden Ceme- 
tery in the presence of a large number of public and private friends, Mr, Isaacs 
was a highly respected resident of Westminster for upwards of forty years, and took 
an active part in parochial and other local work, He was for a considerable time a 
Vestryman of St. John’s, subscribed to the maintenance fund of the Church, and 
was one of the original founders of the Westminster Philanthropic Society. To the 
various other local charities he was a generous contributor, and as regards 
Jewish benevolentinstitutions there were few which did not inclade his name in their 
lists of subscribers, Mr, Isaacs was founder and for years President of the Pro- 
moters of Charity Socie‘y, of the Loyal United Brethren Benefit Society, and only 
on the day before his death he audited the accounts of the Western Jewirh Philan- 
thropic Society, In the management of the Western Synagogue, St. Alban's Place, 
of which he was a member, he for many years took a lively share, Mr. Issacs was a 
metal merchant in an extensive way of business, and his yard adjoining his private 
residence is mentioned by Dickens in “Our Matual Friend,” in the first chapter 
of the Second Book, the famous novelist having one day obtained 
information from Mr. Isaacs concernicg the Church standing in the centro of 
the Square. The sympathy shown by all classes of residents in the neighbourhood 
on the occasion of the funeral was touching evidence of the high esteem in which 


the deceased washeld. The Baroness Burdett-Coutts and Mr, Bardett-Coutts, M.P.,

that they (the yarents) might relieve themselves cf the burden of their main. 
tenance. If thia we-e so, it follows that to provide such a School would simply 
tend to increase the evil .it would be designed to, remove. ; 

It is probable that the Government will introduce a Bill next Session dealing 
with Reformat ories and Industrial Schools, but I fear it would not be poesible to 
get clanses introd uced to ecmpel managers to make special provision for Jewish 
i. mates, To do would involve no slight interference with the routine and dis- 
cipline of an jiostitution, and as the maragers are voluntary officials, they would 
refuse, as they always have refased, to modify their rules to meet the r quirements

The conclusion to which one is forced is that we should struggle on, as best we

was present, as, when asked if he would like to see a minister, the dying man refused, 
saying that “he was all right.” | 
t contempt for ministerial aid, as to a mistaken idea that he would recover, With 
regard to the burial, the Master told me that unless the body was claimed by any- 
one, it would be handed over to the undertaker who contracts for all burials, and 
interred at I ford withoutanyceremony and in that part of the cemetery set aside 
for paupers. 


At the time of writing, I cannot say if the body had been claimed, but notice 
bad been given to the dead man’s relatives, 

Now, sir, it seems to me there is a neglect of duty somewhere, I notice that 
there is a Visitation Committee, which is supposed to attend to matters of this sort. 
As amatter of fact no Jewish minister has visited the City of London Union for 
the last eight years, although there are Jewish inmates there very frequently. 
Yet no one seems to care in the slightest what becomes of the Jewish paupers. Our 
ministers must be sadly over-worked and under-paid.

Srr,—I am quite indifferent to the question, whether the introduction of the 
Triennial Cycle of reading the Law in the Berkeley Street Synagogue ought 
to be considered as a most orthodox action or only fairly orthodox or 
not orthodox at all. I am only interested in the interpretation of the 
passage in Megilla 29a, quoted by your correspondent , in the last issue 
of the Jervish Chronicle, The word 3°02 does mean Palestine, as can be seen 
from many passages in the Babylonian Talmud where this term oécurs (see 
Dictionaries and Frankel’s Introduction to the Yerushalmi, 115b). The fact that the 
triennial cycle was used in Palestine is also proved by the passages in Jerushalmi 
Shabbath, xvi. § 1, Masecheth Sopherim, chap, xvi. § 10 and the Pesichta to Mid- 
rash Esther, where the Rabbis speak of 175 or 155 Sedarim ar Parshijoth in the 
Torah, These passages formed the subject of an inquiry for R. Jacob Naum. 
berg, Shapira, Azulai (in their commentaries to the Tractate Sopherim 
above inentioned), Zunz (G. V. p. 3 and 410), Rapoport (Erech Millim, p. 229 
and Halichoth Kedem, p. 12), Herzfeld (Geschichte, &c., ii, 209), Derenburg 
(Journal Asia‘ique 1870), Brill (Beth Talmud ii., I. 108), Miller (in his 


Translation of Sopherim, p. 220): all these scholars have concluded, after a close 


examination, that the Rabbis were alluding to the Palestinian Cycle. Again, several 
editions of the Mikraoth Gedoloth and also the JN2°*N7 NIN published by the late 
R. Jacob Sappir, contain Massoretic lists in which the Pentateuch is divided into 
154 or 167 portions. Indeed the method of reading the Law belongs to the Minhagim 
in which the Jews in Palestine differed from those in Babylon (see Miiller’s edition 
of the Chiluphe Minhagim, § 48). Gritz, in his brilliant introduction to his 
Commentary on the Psalms (chap. ii.) suggests that the division of the Psalms 
into 150 chapters was intended to form Haftoroth to this triennial cycle. The 
division of the chapters in the Midrash Rabba, which is of Palestinian origin, 
is also calculated to correspond with this Cycle (see Friedmann, Beth Talmud iii, 
p. 6and seq. Theodoros’ Monatsschrift 1885, page 358 seq., A. Epstein, Beitrage 
&e., p. 57 seq.). 

The date at which the yearly Cycle was fixed is uncertain (see Bloch : 
Torath Hatekanoth i. p.7). At any rate this was not done until a comparatively 
later time. For the author of the above mentioned Chiluphe Minhagim, who 
belongs to the times of the Gaonim, says: The portion which they 
read in one country, they do not read in another country (see Epstein l.c, and 
Friedmann (lc. p,, 173 and 204), It is also impossible for ,us to fix 
the date when the Palestinian cycle ‘was superseded by the Babylonian. But 


we are certain that it was not done before the end of the 12th century. For, = 


besides Maimonides, to .whom your correspondent alluded, the well-known 
traveller Benjamin of Tudela narrates in his Jtinerary as follows: There

THE PROPOSED HOME FOR JEWISH INCURABLES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘' JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

S1k,—An extract from the letter of Mre. Joseph of the 30th of December 
which appeared in your valuable paper states, “ Money has always been forthcoming 
when a really necessary work has had to be done in the community, and the 
establishment of a ‘Jewish Home for Incurables}’ seems to be such a work. The 
want of an institution of the kind is a gap in our communal apparatus which we 
ought to set about filling if we are to maintain our reputation for true charitable- 


ness,” There is no doubt that our philanthropists have all concluded that such a © 


want does exist, bat the work desired to be undertaken is gigantic, and the resources 
of the rich at the present time andfor the last few years have been so heavily taxed 
that it has been thought wise not to proceed to create a new institution 
whilst the older charities are so greatly in need of funds. And I have only to add 


that no time or trouble has been spared in order to elicit every information and | 


the best mode of proceeding with this very laudible but most difficult undertaking. 

The Rev. Mr, Isidore Harris in your paper of the 6th of January says, “ The 
wisdom of founding an entirely new institution in the present strained condition 
of the communal resources seems to me to be open to question. But the object for 
which Mrs, Joseph pleads so forcibly might be attained by the addition of a depart- 
ment for incurables to some institution already in existence like the Jewish Home ; 
and the creation of a special endowment for the purpose. Our policy in this as in 
other matters should be to develop existing organisation rather than to increase the 
already too numerous bodies which claim support from the community.” In reply, 
I bave to say that three schemes have been well considered, but the one finding 
most favour is the following. To build a wing for Incurables on part of the 
vacant land of the Widow’s Home and Hand in Hard Institution, as we have a 
separate entrance which can be utilised, and I bave pleasure in stating that at an 
early date I shall be glad to place the scheme before my colleagues, 

In the meantime, I shall be happy to receive the names of all those Jadies and

nesses, in fact, if not incurable at first, would, unless attended to at an early stage, 
probably become so gradually. , 


Last August, Miss Emily Harris proposed that a Seaside Convalescent Home 


should be built for the reception of those Jewish patients to whom fresh, bracing air 
and a few weeks’ rest, are matters of such paramountimportance. By the foundation 
of this Home, subscribers would be enabled to dispense their alms far and wide 
among the afflicted poor of the East End. | | 

It is not from want of sympathy with these pitiable incurables, whose cause 
Mrs. Joseph so feelingly pleads, that I venture to counter-suggest the greater utility 
of an hospital for convalescent bread-winners, whose deaths, in very many Cases | 


result in the ruin of those hitherto dependent on their exertions; but I do so simply | 


on the ground that when charity is bestowed, it is preferable that the majority of 
sufferers be helped, rather than the minority, when, unforturately. it is impossible 
to provide an asylum for all. | | 

The Rev. I. Harris tta’s that for some ten years there was but one Jewish 
inmate of the Metropolitan District Asylum ; and that, when he had been removed 
to the Paddington Workh onse, he was again the only representative of his fa'th. 
! think that, on learning this, we may congratulate ourselv:s on the comparative 
scarcity of these sad cases. 


If, then, a new institution is about to be founded, it would as-ured)y be more. 


advisable to supply anever-present and greatly-needed want, in the form of a Seaside 
Convalescent Home, which, on account of the constant change of its inmates, would 
be the happy means of restoring very many persons to health, than to erect a large 
building for what. we may thankfully cal! a small number of in-dwellers, who 
might, indeed, as Mr. Harris suggests, be drafted to an additional wing in the

VOTING CHARITIES.

51R,—I see by your issue of the 6th inst. that the Aged Needy Society has decided 


not to abolish voting by the subscribers. The voting system is a bad one. The 
proper way to select the recipients of charity is for the subscribers to elect with care 
& competent and impartial committee, to whom should be confided the duty of 
choosing these recipients after making enquiry into the merits of the respective 
applicants. The voting system has two obvious defects. It teaches mendicancy. Poor 
people begin by begging votes ; and, if unsuccessful, go on to beg money. But— 
what is worse still~the voting system is one which makes it certain that those poor 
people, who have the most numerous and powerful friends, shall alivays be the per- 
sons selected to receive relief, ‘hese are the very people who have the smallest claim

” the funds of a public charity, The friendless poor, who can secure neither vote 
nor influence, these are the proper cases for an institution like the Aged Needy to 
deal with first and foremost, 7 

What I desire to point out is that those who hold the views which I have just 
niet and there are a numbor of persons not inconsiderable to-day and increas- 

ng day by day, have in their own hands the remedy for a state of things which 
they and I deplore. Let them decline to contribute to the funds of any voting 
charity. In time the Aged Needy and other institutions,in which the voting system 
how prevails, will have to give way and alter their method of selection. A course 
of action such as is here suggested may seem harsh; but its adoption is justified by 
the fact that in no other way isit possible to put down the voting system —a system 
Whose effects in relation to the deserving poor are so injurious, 

Tam not advocating stinginess in the guise of charitable zeal. I think that all 
of us ought to resolve to spend a fixed portion of our incomes in philanthropy ; this 
resolution many others besides myself form and adhere to. In any case it is easy for 
@ man who withdraws support from or refuses support to a voting charity, to clear 
his conscience by sending the amount of the subscription withdrawn, or of the 
donations asked for and refused to some well organised charity, in which (of course) 
the voting system does not prevail, s uch, for instance, as a certain admirably

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THE RITUAL, 


BY “JUDAUS.” 
(FOURTH ARTICLE). 
The Berkeley Street Synagogue propose, in the last place, to abridge the reading 
of the Law on Sabbath mornings. This can be effected in one of three ways: by 


reciting only selected passages of the weekly Sedrah, by dividing the reading of the 
Portion between the Morning and Afternoon Services on Sabbath, and lastly, by 


extending 
merely the revival of an arrangement which obtained in olden times. 

It is generally admitted that originally the reading of the Law was confined to 
the recital of passages apecially chosen for their appropriateness to the occasion: 
The additional sections still read on the New Moon, oa the four Sabbaths before 
Passover, and on the Festivals end Fast-days, ars probably survivals of this ancient 
usage. The arrangement by which the whole of the Pentateuch was read in fixed 
weekly Portious (Parshioth or Sedroth), #048 to complete the public recital of the 
entire Law from Genesis to Douteronomy in a given time, was a later growth. Bug 
even as tegards the length of the p ‘riod fixel for the completion of the series of 
readings, and consequently as regards the length of the section to be read on each 


not only to the one-year cycle, the system now prevailing, but to cycles of two years, 
of three years, and even of three years and aha'f. Of these the three-year cycle is 
the one most clearly alluded to, It is stated to have been the system adopted ‘in 
the West "-~an expressioa which, with all deference to Mr, Arthur Davis, whose 
letter appeared in these columns last wevk, is understood by all good authorities to 
mean Palestine, On this point [may refer Mr, Davis to Levy's Veuhebrdisches und 
(haldiiaches Wirterbuch, ab coer to Zuna’s [tits page 55,and to Hamburyer’s 
Real- Encyclopidic UL, 1264. That the three-year cycle was in operation in Palestine 
whilethe one-year cy:le was the established system in Babylonia, does not admit of 
a doubt, It would also appear that the former was more ancient than the latter, 
but that some congregations in Palestine subsequently adopted the one-year cycle 
of their Babylonian brethren, That thethree-year cycle is of respectable origin and 
was not a mere heterodox ordinance is proved by the fact that it received the recog- 
nition of the Masorah. Anyone with sufticient curiosity may determine the point 
for himself by referring to the Masoretic sammiry which is appended to 
each book of the Pentateuch. On turning to the summary at the end of 
Exodus; for example, it will be found that the number of Parshioth ia that book is 
stated to be eleven while the number of Sedroth is given as twenty-nine, the 
former being the weekly divisions according to the one-year, the latter the weekly 
divisions according to the three-year, cycle, The aggregate number of Sedroth in 
the five books will be found to be 154. 

The three-years’ cycle survived the downfall of the Palestinian Schools, and 
was adopted by other conyvregations besides those of the Holy Land. We meet with 
it in Egypt as late as the twelfth century, side by side with the generally accepted 
system. 
who respectively adhered to the one-year and three-year cycles, and who met together 
for Common worship on Pentesost and Simehat Torah, Perhaps itis tothe Egyptian 
schismatics that Maimonides ref rain the well-known passage in his //i/chot Tephil- 
lah. where he condemns those who have adopted the three-year cycle. The two-year 
cycle was also in force in some places in the 12th century. Even among those 
ancient authorities Wio were agreed as to the limits of the weekly section of the 
Pentateuch thers was a divergence of opinion coscerning the extent of the portion 
to be read on Sabbath mornings, While the existing practice represents the views 
of the majority there wore influential sages who held that the reading of the 
Sedrah ought to be distributed over the whole week. According to this opinion the 
reading of the Portion ought to commence at the Sabbath Afternoon Service: to be 
continued on the following Monday and Thursday, and finished on the succeeding 
Sabbath morning, an arrangement totally different from that now in force. 

It may also be convenient to point out here that in the Biblical age the Law was 
read by one person only, the reader being the most prominent personage in the assembly 
Later the pPravcuce prow up of calling several persons to the reading, but those who went 
thus called were bound to recite aloud the portions assigned to them. The obliga-

Street Synagogue the preference, I think, nfust be given to the plan of reciting 
selected passages from the portion of the week, rather than to an extension of the 
cycle of reading, The disadvantages of the latter innovation are: departure from 
a system which, I believe, is now in operation in all the Jewish synagogues of the 
world, and, what is of still greater moment, the necessity of reading 
passages which are unsuited to modern modes of thought. It is on account of 
the latter disadvantage that the plan of dividing the reading of the Sedrah between 
the Morning and Afternoon Services on Sabbath seems objectionable. It is the 
strongest argument, moreover, against the retention of the existing arrangement of 
reading every word of the prescribed Sabbath portion. It is useless to shut our 
eyes to the fact that at present the weekly lesson from the Law frequently includes 
passages which are repulsive not only to the intellect, but to the feelings of modern 
congregants, The Pentateuch contains not merely statements of fact which are 
directly opposed to the latest conclusions of science but passages recording incidents 
which in these days cannot with propriety be even alluded to in ordinary conversa- 
tion. Though most of those passages undoubtedly teach a stern moral lesson, there 
isnot the slightest doubt that their recital is only tolerated now because they are

Apart from these extreme instances there are other passages in the Pentateuch, the 
repetition of which cannot possibly serve‘any useful purpose, unless the production 
of intense weariness is to be so considered. What moral or religious truth is to be 
learnt, for example, from the list of the sons’ of Keturah or from the catalogue of 
the dukes of Edom, or, tfrom the details of the consecration offering 
brought by the Princes? All that can be said in favour of such passages is that 
they may possibly yield profit to the student. But as a constituent of a public 
service they are clearly out of place. Their retention does positive harm, inasmuch 
as they are answerable for the feelings of aversion to public worship, to 
say nothing of disrespect for the Pentateuch, which are inevitably. aroused in the 
minds of the thoughtful, and especially in the minds ‘of the young. | 

Nor must it be supposed that, in writing thus, I aim at dimin- 
ishing the authority which should be exercised by the Law _ over 
the medern Israelite. On the contrary I am_ sincerely desirous of 
seeing ‘that authority strengthened by the removal from the Service of 
all those elements which at present tend to undermine it. The fact that we do not 
live in the days when it was only necessary for a word to be Biblical in order to be 
invested with supernatural sanctity must be steadily and courageously faced. Only 
mischief can result from the ostrich-like policy of persistently ignoring the revolu- 
tion’ which has taken place in modern ideas, and the altered relation in which our 
public worship stands to them, The attitude of the Jew towards religion in these 
days is no more like! what it was in the Middle Ages than achef d’euvre of a 
Leighton or a Tadema is like a Japanese picture. 
fact, the Service of the Synagogue is ‘practically the same now as it was four or 
five hundred yearsago. But little or no account has been taken of the enormous 
progress made by the human mind in the interval; little or no attempt has 
been made to satisfy the real, albeit unspoken, craving for an enlightened 
form of worship which has been the inevitable accompaniment of so vast a mental 
revolution. In all the whirl of mighty changes which have invaded every depart- 


‘ment of human interests and activities, this Service of ours has alone remained 


unaffected, unaltered. Religious ideas have been modified, at times almost beyond 
recognition ; but the Synagogue and its worship remain practically the same. The 
steady resistance of the Chinese to the inroads of civilization is the only parallel 
to the anomaly. | 

I would ask, then, for liberty to be given to such congregations as desire it to 
bring the reading of the Law into closer harmony with modern thought and modern 
feeling. The Jew of these days will not think a whit less reverently of the Pentateuch 
because, instead of listening, as he has done hitherto, to passages which awaken in 
him an attitude of intellectual or moral antagonism, ‘he will henceforth have to 
ponder only on those gems of ethical and spiritual teaching which elevate the 
Hebrew Scriptures far above the level of the other sacred books of the world. For 
him the Law is the highest and the noblest expression of religious truth and the 
finest code of human duty that has ever been given to men, But he cannot forget 
that mingled with these divine constituents there are grosser elements, the products 
of a ‘primitive social state from which their present order of things is hopelessly 
separated by an impassable gulf. For him the one is the spirit immortal, which 
must ever rightly claim his homage, the other the ‘perishable form which in these 
Why should he 
not be permitted to make this distinction a practical one, and while, giving the 
Whole of the Pentateuch the veneration due to its age and its history, be free to 
reserve as the exolnsive subject of prayerful thought and religious edification those 
_passiges which appeal to his noblest feelings and harmonize with his most exalted 
€ onceptions ) Will such a distinction impair his allegiance to the Law or his reverence 
f« its glorious ideals? Our admiration for a Shakespeare's genius suffers no diminu. 
tion because we sce it taking the garb of the age, and presenting itself in a guise at 
variance with current prejudices, The inspiration is real all the same, shining 
through the thick cloud of old-world notions and beliefs, and compelling even 
deeper veneration by reason of the very haze that encircles it. . 

I have thusenumerated my suggestions for an improved Sabbath Service. There 
yet remain some general observations, which I must reserve for a concluding article:

ommittee are of opinion that the scheme submitted by the Manchester Board of 
ruardians does uot offer practical advantage to the poor under the charge of the 
ondon Board ; and they, therefore, recommend that the Manchester awthorities 
e thanked for having submitted these proposals, and be informed that the 
London Board do not see their way to participate therein.’ ”

JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY. 


1ISSUSSION ON MAIMONIDES AND A PERSONsL MESSIAY. 


The Rev. L. M. Simmons, B.A., of Manchester, read a paper on “ Maimonides 
and Islam,” at a meeting of the Jews’ College Literary Society on Sunday 


evening, The Rev. Dr. Gaster presi ted. 


At the close of the paper, 

The Rev. A. Léwy opened the discussion. He quoted Dr, Steinschneider as 
an opponent of the theory that Maimonides had for a time abjured Judaism and 
embraced Mahomedanism. Tho works attributed to him, such as the “ Letter on” 
Conversion” and the “ Letter to the South.” may or may not have been written 
by him. But there were two works by which he had become immortalised—the 
Yad Hachazaka and the Moreh Nebuchimn—and in both he showed how sym- 

athetic Le was towards Judaism. Mr. Liwy further remarked that hearing 

r, Geiger and Emanuel Deutsch mentioned side by side as authoritios upon the 
subject of Jewish studies, he felt bound to state the following facts. A, 
fortnight before the death of Dr. Geiger he had an interview with this cele- 
brated scholar, who informed him that Deutsch, in his article on Islam, had 
not only plagiarised his (Dr. Geiger’s) prize essay on Mahomed and Judaism, 

ublished in 1835, but bad also adopted his errors. Dr. Geiger added that he 
md subsequently corrected these errors, bat bis corrections had not been— 
noticed by Deutsch. It was Geiger's intention to expose this literary grievance. 
Unhappily, for Jewish science, he was suddenly removed by the hand of death. 

Mr. S. ScHEcHrER expressed the difficulty he felt in arriving at a conclusion 
whether Maimonides had or had not renounced Judaism. On the one side were 
Rapaport, Beer, Lebrecht, Beer (of Dresden), Steinechneider, and Friedlinder, 
and on the other Graetz, Geiger, Abrahams, and others. ‘The solation could 
perhaps be found by searching for any documents on the subject which might 
still be extant in Yemen. [f Maimonides did actually apostatise, then 
he (Mr. Schechter) must: admire his courage, for the illustrious philosopher 
must have suffered far more than thousands ot martyrs. ‘The Anusun. were not 
all good men, and many of them afterwards became the worst enemies of 
Judaism. It had been remarked at various times that Maimonides was no 
historian. Some of bis writings, and particularly the third book of the Moreh 
Nebuchim, disproved this allegation. 

The Rev. Isipore Harnis said that che Jecturo had opened up an important 
chapter, but at the same time one of the saddest in Jewish history—the chapter 
of Jewish apostasy. At this distance of time it. was impossible to estimate 
exactly the extent to which the ranks of their people had been thinned through 
apostasy ; but one heard less at the present day ‘of eminent families separating 
heisad ves from Judaism than was the case in times of persecution. The letters 
attributed to Maimonides emphasised the immense mischief which had been 
wrought to Jews and Judaisin by the belief in a personal Messiah, in contra- 
distinction toa belief in a Messianic age. The belicf in a man Messiah was 
discredited in the Talmud, and he questioned whether any crror had wrought 
so much harm. Maimonides had stamped this belief with the authority of his 
name, and had included it in his thirteen creeds, which bad been adopted into 
the ritual. 

Dr. FriepLANDER energetically denounced the views expressed by Mr. 
Harris. He hoped that the belief ina personal Messiah would never be- banished. 
Though Jews had saffered hundreds of years, and though thousands of lives had 
been sacrificed owing to this belief, that was no argument for abandoning it, 
It was one of the fundamental principles of their faith ; without it Judaism 
could not stand. That which had been preached by the prophets, and, contrary 
to what was said by Mr. Harris, had not been denied in tho Talmud, was, he 
hoped, still firmly embedded in the hearts of the Jews, and would never be 
uprooted therefrom. (Loud Cheers). ar 

Mr. Oswatp J. Simon also expressed his dissent from Mr. Harris's remarks 
on a subject of faith, which their race had held dear throughout its history 


Referring to existing agitation for a revision of the ritual, Mr. Simon protested 


against the excision of passages bearing on the hope of a restoration to Palestine 


and of the coming of the Messiah, ‘This hope was the mainspring of Judaism, 


and for Jews to give it up was equivalent to abandoning their individuality. 
(Cheers). | 
| Mr. IskAEL ABRAHAMS quoted a passage related by Dr. Neubauer in his 
recently published * Chronicles,” which threw a light on the legendary relations 
between Maimonides and Islam. ‘The weight of evidence was in favour of 
Maimonides having been forced to become a convert to the religion of 
Mahomed, but he took the first opportunity of escaping from his difficult 
position. If Maimonides had lived without openly admitting himself to be a 
Jew, it was, in Mr. Abrahams’ opinion, as bad as professing to be a Mahomedan. 
He expressed the hope that Mr. Simmons would find time to edit the letter in 
the Bodleian Library, to which reference Lad been made, especially if it threw 
light on the vexed question of Maimonides’ conversion. | 

The Rev. Epwin Couns offered some remarks ou the differcnee betweea 
conversion to Christianity and to Is!amisin. 

The Rev. Dr. Gasrer pointed out the great difference which existed 
between a Jew becoming.a convert in Christian or in Mahomedan countries 5 
and it might therefore be regarded as a blessing that Jews liad not, during th» 
dispersion, lived always in Moslem lands. The disintegration of Jews, under 
modérn influences, could not be compared with what took plice under persecution, 
On reading Dr. Neubauer’s “ Chronicles’ it would be found that those who fell 
away were always the rich, In times of persecution Jews abandoned their 
religion to save their lives ; at the present day apostasy was resorted to im 
order to improve one’s worldly position. Alluding to the two letters with 
which Mr. Simmons had dealt in bis paper, Dr, Gaster remarked that the * Letter 
on Conversion” bore internal evidence of having been more likuly the composition 
of Maimonides than the “ Letter to the South.” Many other writings, some with 
Cabbalistic tendencies, were attributed to Maimonides, but no one now accepted 
them asauthentic. Dr. Gaster concluled by thapking Mr. Simmons for bis 
scholarly paper.

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substantiate. But the life in the Ghetto must have been sufficiently depress- 
ing apart from the active persecution which was so often superadded. Yet 
we find evidence everywhere of joyousness reigning in all the household 
relations of mediaval Jews. Nor need we go so far back as the Middle 
Ages for examples of this remarkable combination of outside gloom and 
inner joyousness. The observers of Galician Jewish life like BernstE1y, 
Komrerr and F ranzos, never omit from their. pictures the figure of the 
Marshllik, or professional jester, who enlivened every circle in which he 
appeared by his witticisms or buffoonery, 


But we are not reduced to looking abroad to the Continent for examples of 
this joyousness of the Jewish nature. It exists before our eyes in our own 
home circles, and in the memory of most of us there still lives the figure of 
many an unprofessional Marshallik who formed the life of every circle in 
which he moved. It is possible that there is a certain change coming over 
the community in this respect ; the claims of “respectability” conflict with 
the tendency to liveliness, Yet even to the present time the general tone 
of Jewish life is superior in vivacity. | 


The causes of this quality are to be sought for in the religious aspira- 
tions of Jews. Judaism is essentially the religion of hope. It has often 
been remarked that, whereas the other nations of antiquity placed their 
Golden Age in the past, the sages of Israel looked forward to the end of 
days for the time of peace and plenty. The Messianic Ideal, which formed 
the subject of a rather heated discussion at the Jews’ College Literary 
Society, certainly prefigured a time of happiness for all mankind even if it 


clustered round a particular personage. It was the age rather than the per- 
son that formed the attractiveness of the picture of the future. Mattarw 


ArRNocp has remarked that no one has spoken of the “ good times coming” 
with such strenuous confidence as the Hebrew prophets. ‘‘ Comfort ye, com- 
fort ye my pevpie”° is the refrain of one of the most stirring passages of 
Isatau dealing with the Messiah, and generations of Israelites have found 
comfort and joy in the promises there held out. 


There are, however, other aspects of Judaism which lend themselves to 
the same tendency. Judaism is eminently a religion ofthe home. A spirit 
of sanctity presides over every meal and every occupation in the house, Gop’ 
is regarded as a friend and protector, ‘‘a very present help in trouble.” The 
fact that the beginning of Sabbath and the festivals occurs at sunset instead 
of midnight adds to the opportunities for family reunions on sacred occasions 
And the sacred festivals are mainly festivals not fast days and lend them- 
selves to joyful song and innocent mirth, | 


The Seder night service on Passover is particularly characteristic from 
the present point of view. . It is a prescribed duty for every one to empty 
four cups of wine during the home service, and in every way the Rabbis have 
made pre scriptions to fulfil the command. “ Rejoice ye before the Lord.” 
Purim is another instance of the same law which rules the Jewish festivals 
Even the most pious of Rabbis used to think it their duty on Purim to drink* 


up to the point where “ they could not distinguish between Haman and Mor- 


pEcat,” while those who were not so pious would even venture a glass or two 
beyond that limit. The custom is the more remarkable as the sobriety of 
Jews is proverbial. Here, as elsewhere, there is no trace of asceticism in 
Judaism, but at the same time a recognition of the duty of each one to make 
a rightful use of the goods the Lorp has given him. 


This recognition of the duty of happiness is a distinguishing mark of 
Judaism which contrasts it greatly with the gloomy and over serious tone of 
most forms of Christianity. The terrible doctrine of eternal perdition has 
weighed upon the spirits of Christendom with a most depressing effect. It 
has only been of recent years that the duty of happiness has been recognised 
by ordinary moralists, who have revolted at last from the terrors of predesti- 
nation. But in Judaism that duty has been recognised from the first, and it 
has thus been freed from the numberless victims who hare been caused by 
Calvinism to lose hope and even reason. 


It has, however, to be remembered that this precious gift of | 


Judaism to its adherents is not to be obtained without  exer- 
tion. If home services are neglected, if the Messianic ideal 
is allowed to fade away, if the kindly customs of the festivals are left to be 
done by deputy, the joyous memories attached to these océasions will be lost 
to the rising generation. For millions of Jews in the Kast of Europe they 
still preserve all their vatidity, and amidst all their troubles and oppressions, 
the Jews of Russia still preserve that vivacity of disposition which is slowly 
but surely disappearing among Jews touched by the seriousness of modern 


culture, Here as in so many other things we see.a principle of compensa- 


tion at work which counterbalances the advances of “ culture” by reducing 
the consoling influences of the older forms of our faith. As our self-conscious- 
ness advances something of the older joy in life departs from us. The more 
reason we should accentuate the enlivening side of our faith and bring into

MANCHESTER. | 

The forty-ninth annual mecting of the subscribers to the Manchester Jews 
School was held on Sunday last, Mr, E. E. Micholls, J.P., President, occupied the 
chair. The annual report states that the number of pupils continues to increase 
The numbers in the boys’ school were 617 against 588 last year: in the girls’, 534, 
against 578 last year; in the infants’,430, against 439 last year. The attendance of the 
children had been very good—boys 91 per cent, girls 89 per cent, infants 76 per 
cent, The last report of the Government Inspector again testified to the circum- 
stance that the progress in numbers had been accompanied by increased efficiency, 
In accordance with the resolution arrived at by the Committee last year, a new 


wing has been added, capable of accommodating nearly 600 children ; buat sufficient — 


funds had not yet been collected to pay the costs incurred. As the School has 
now been in existence fifty years, during which period it has been the means of 
educating thousands of children, the Committee believe that no better means 
could be found of celebrating the Jubilee of the institution than by rendering it 
free from debt and placing its finances on a sound basis, As much as £87 had 
been deducted from the Government grant,’ owing to an article in the 
Education Code, which enacted that the grant paid by Government 
cannot exceed the amount of income from all ‘sources, To obviate 
the danger of simlar reductions in the future the Committee appeal to every one 
having the welfare of the School] at heart to make a determined effort for increasing 


_ the regular revenue. The echool savings bank continues its excellent work of 


giving practical lessons in thrift to the pupils of the school. The dinners to poor 
children were continued during the winter, and produced a most beneficial 
effect on the physical condition of the children. Prior to closing their 
report, the Committee expressed their regret at the resignation, throngh ill-health, 
of Mr. Hf. M. Lazarus, their oldest colleague and a former President (to whom an

| “Rome.”—Mr. L. B. Phillips has sent us an artist’s proof of his new etching 
ich he calls “ Rome ; the island in the Tiber.” This etching appears opportunely 
a time when the builder and road-maker have laid ruthless hands upon the 
pturesque Ghetto, here delineated, which, fast disappearing under their inroads 
ls unmourned a victim to the building mania that has recently become s0, 
arent in Italy. It is, however, not merely from a sentimental point of view that 
) etching is interesting, for it forms a valuable record of the venerable Pons 
ius, Constructed in the early years of the first century, now unfortunately being 
apered with by the “improver.” ‘The Isola Tiberina, occupying the foreground 
the etching and giving it its title, forms with its connecting bridges one of the most 
turesque features still remaining of ancient Rome. The Church of St Bartolomeo, 
Binally a pagaoitemple, surrounded by picturesque if tumbledown buildings, covers 
ether with them its whole extent. To the left is the Pons Cestius already 
erred to, whilst to the right is seen the Ponte de’ Quattro Capi, scarcely less 
lent than the other, A portion of the Ghetto, with the elegant dome of St. Peter's 
ming in the distance, forms an appropriate background.

English translation of Renan’s “ History of the House of Israel up to the Time of 
David.” The second volume of the French original has appeared. 


In the Hxpositor for January, the “Use of Mystic Phrases by the Old Testa’ 
ment is shown and illustrated with the help of Assyriology by Prof. Cheyne 


Professors Cheyne and Curtiss notice recent English and American works on the 
Old Testament. 


The Annual *ONM for this year (5648) is as rich in interesting articles as in 
preceding years. It contains many original contributions by Weiss, Giidemann, 
Kauffmann, Slonimski. and other Jewish scholars, as well as novels, translations and 
extracts from other periodicals, relating to Jewish history and literature, Of 
special interest to our readers is a well-written article on the recent Anglo-Jewish 
Historical Exhibition, accompanied by several illustrations. 


The prospectus has been issued of a Hebrew Encyclopmdia, to be published by 
Zoldmann and Co., of Warsaw. The work is to be carried out after the plan of 
German Encyclopedias, published by Brockhaus and Meyer. ‘The publishers 
promise that prominence will be given to subjects, which concern Judaism and 
Jewish literature, more‘fully than to others, We would suggest that all contributors 
should attach to their articles full lists of authorities. Sach bibliographies prove 
very often, even more useful than the articles themselves, 

FICS MSY is the Hebrew title of a Life of the scholar Piungian, written by N, 
Nathanson. Itis a pity that the author did not confine himself to the task he 
had set himself rather than ranging abroad into- Brahminism, Chassidism, 
Darwinism, and similar remote subjects, As a fact the author tells us very little 
about the life of his hero. | 

Dr, Graetz has written a letter to the Committee of the Graetz-Stiftung, where- 
in he sets out the purposes to which he intends to devote the fund raised in com- 
memoration of his seventieth birthday. These objects include fundamental and 
higher researches in the sacred writings, the further construction of the history 
of the Jewish people, of Jewish teachings, ani of Jewish literature, the collection 
of information on biblical and talmudical antiquity and the topography of Pales- 
tine. Dr. Graetz proposes also to undertake the preparatory labours in the 
compilation of a talmudical Encyclopedia, a colossal work, for which he has already 


the Scriptures, and will, as far as the fuod will permit, subsidize exegetical and 
. Jewish historical writings. 


72N7 NLP is the title of a pamphlet by Mr. Weismann, in which he: deal 
with questions relating to Bible criticism from a point of view opposed to that 
suggested by the title, the only original point in the brochure, — 
‘The Italian philosopher and poet, David Levi, is the author of a work on 


Giordano Bruno, the Catholic priest and martyr, who flourished in the early part 
of the seventeenth century. The work is entitled “Giordano Bruno: o la Religione 


| del pensiero, 1’ uomo, il filosofo, il martire” (Turin: 1887). Dr. M, Griinwald con- 


tributed an article to the Jiidische Centralblatt on the same person, with the title 
of “Giordano Bruno e il Guidaismo.” 

The “Theologischer Jahresbericht fiir 1886,” has lately been published in 
Leipsic (George Reichardt). It is edited by Professor Lipsius, and in several of the 
papers Jewish philosophy is touched upon by the writers. In one passage it is 


| stated that Rabbi Dr. Adler has defended the belief in immortality which runs 


through the Old Testament. The writer neither particularises the Dr. Adler whom 
he cites, nor the work in which the defence is set forth. Dr, Hermann Adler has, 
however, often supported the doctrine referred to. 


A Jury, consisting of Professor Anselm Richter (Vienna), Prof. Delitzsch, and 
Dr. David Kaufmann, have awarded to Herr Julius Steinschneider the prize offered 
by the Moritz Rappaport Foundation for his essay on the influence which the 
Psalms exercised in the compositions of the liturgy and on the development of the 
hymnology of the different churches, especially among modern nations. 
There were no competitors for the prize essay on the services rendered by the 
Jews of Frankfort, in respect to science and literature and to social life, since 
their enjoyment of perfect equality. The subject of the nextessay which will be open 
for competition till the end of 1889, is the history of the Jews in Rome since their 
first settlement in the capital of the Roman Empire until the disappearance of the 
Ghetto in the reign of Humbert I. 


Part 30 (Vol. xv.) of the Revue des Etudes Juives, for the quarter ending last 
month, has been issued. The principal papers in the present issue are Halévy :.

DAVID  ALROY.

A PAPER READ BEFORE THE JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY. 


Thus far in the tradition we may accept as historical fact; but now at the 
point where Alroy's career is about to be bronght to an abrupt end, the fabulous

After a lapse of three days when the King sat in Council to take the advice of 
his nobles and officers respecting the Jews who had rebelled against his authority ;

When the King beheld him, he demanded, in great astonishment “ Who brought 
thee hither, and who set thee at liberty?" “My own wisdom and cleverness,’ 


answered Alroy, “for I fear neither you nor all your servants.” “Seize him!” 


shouted his Majesty; but his bewildered guards replied, “We see him not, though 
we can still hear his voice in the apartment.” While still wondering at this 
marvellous affair, our hero addressed the King in brief and resolute words, “I now 
yo on my own way.” This be did, followed by the King and all his nobles and 
servants to the banks of the river [Gosan]. He now seemed to be in their power, 
when he doffed his turban, and spreading it upon the water coolly crossed as if he 
wero on dry land. The King and his men had followed him to the river guided only 
by his voice. He now became visible to them, and they all saw him floating down 
the stream on his cloth. They pursued him in boats but without success; and they 
all confessed that no magician on earth could equal him in skill. On that very day 
he travelled to Amadia, a distance «really of ten days’ journey by help of the Shem 
Hamphoresh, {Sacred Tetragrammaton}, and related to the astonished Jews what 
had happened to him. . | 
The Caliph, now afraid of the dangerous turn affairs had taken, wrote to his 
Turkish Vizier in Amadia to convey to the Prince of the Captivity, the command 
that if he did not check the proceedings of David Alroy at once, he would put to 
death all the Jews in the ( ‘aliphate, This threat naturally alarmed the Congrega- 
tions in Persia and Media very much, and they sent letters to the Prince of the 
Captivity and the Presidents of the Colleges at’ Bagdad, to request of them to 
suppress the foolhardy attempt of Alroy and others and bring relief to all the Jews 
in the Empire. | 
The Jewish authorities immediately addressed a letter of warning to the 
daring rebel, which ran as follows: “Be it known unto thee that the time of our 
redemption has not yet arrived, and we have not seen the signs by which it is to be 
manifested, It is useless for anyone to endeavour by his own means to bring about 
the expected day. We therefore command thee to discontinue the evil course thou 
hast adopted, on pein of being excommunicated from all Israel.” Copies of this 
letter were sent to Sakkai, Prince of the Jews in Mosul, and to Rabbi Joseph, the 
astronomer, who resided in the same town, with the request to forward them to 
Alroy, They did so, and with additions of their own. David defiantly laughed 
them to scorn, and heedless of their threats, boldly continued his criminal career, 
This he carried on, until the Turkish Vizier, Sef-el-Din, terminated it by bribing 
the father-in-law of David to assassinate his kinsman for a reward of J0,000 florins, 
This plot was carried out, and Alroy was‘slain whilst asleep in bed. The Jews 
finally made their peace with the angry Caliph, and indemnified him by a present 
of 100 talents of gold, | | 
This is the vereion of Benjamin almost verbatim; and it presents the main 
features of all the accounts, Common to them all is the magical element, and the belief 
in,Cabbalistic art, which still exists insome parts of Europe. The many marvellous 
deeds that were associated in the minds of men with the working of some superna, 
tural agency were attributed to the wonderful skill of certain men who were 
acquainted with the most secret laws of everything in nature, especially including 
the power over demons, genii and other mysterious beings. The means by which 
there men were supposed to obtain this great influence was the knowledge of the 
Ineffable Name of God. A thorough acquaintance with the various mysterious 
significations and the subtle combinations formed by the Tetragrammaton, was 
looked upon as the highest pitch of superiority o ver his fellow men and even over 
nature itself, that a man could aspire to. The study of the mystic art was distinctly 
forbidden to the ordinary people, and only a certain class of highly-educated 
echolara, who had gone through a course of training in order to qualify 
themselves, were permitted to dabble in it.

The Captive Chief was brought before the conqueror, and persisted in asserting 
himself to be the Messiah. The King demanded a proof of this bold claim, “Slay 
me,” said Alroy, “and I shall not die.” At the King’s command, he is executed, but 
shows no signs of revived animation. His object, adds the chronicler, had been to 
ensure a speedy death, for he feared all the horrors of cruel torture, On what 
-rounds Ibn Virga produces Maimonides as his source for this tradition, I do not 
know. Inthe “Letter to the South,” mentioned earlier in this paper, David Alroy 
bs not included among the several Pseudo-Messiahs there noticed ; and I am inclined 
othink that the manner of Alroy’s death here recorded does not refer to him at all, 
but to some other visionary, of whom Maimonides may have known, In no part of 
all his numerous writings, does the author of the Moreh make mention ‘of David 
Alroy ; and consequently it is difficalt to understand in face of the accounts given 
by all other writers on the subject, how this most important legend could apply to 
our personage. Lord Beaconsfield wished to select a more tragic termination to his

“The mention of Sef-el-D in by Benjamin of Tudela is an error. This Turkish 
izier died in 1149, several years before Alroy's rebellion, Lord Beaconsfield is also 
wrong in naming Alp, Arslan as the conqueror of the Jewish leader, because thi, 
varrior was dead before Alroy arose, having reigned ubout a century before this 
period. (A full discussion on this point and a reply to the strictures of the boy 
ritic Barratier, are to be found in the essay by Lebrecht before mentioned), 

For many years after his death, reports Ibn Virga, certain of his followers sti)] 
waited his coming and refused to credit the tale of his death, Ibn Abbas informs 
us that a sect arose called the Menachemites which looked on him as their founder, 
Thus, whilst not very distinguished for the fruits of his labour, in his death 
Alroy became immortal, He had effected no good for his people, and had only 
nvolved them in greater distress, 

To us, however, he still lives in the ever-glowing pages of Lord Beaconsfield’, 
pleadid romance and among the novels descriptive of eastern legend and tradition 
his will continue to hold its position, as one of the most fascinating and pleasing to 
he imagination, made famous through the character of David Alroy,
